Faidherbe is at Arras, 
preptring a movement” on Manteuff-l, 
probably . with the intention of join- 
ing Bourbaki, who is on the roed to Germany, 
to form a junction with the army ofthe North.

Tireurs, and cavalry. A forward movement 
commenced today. There is a general 
exodus of troops by ratlroad.

After the first trial, Bogart 
was tricd by a court-martial, found guilty, 
and se nteaoced to be imprisoned for a term ot 
three years, to forfeit all pay and emolumen's, 
end to be dishonorably discharged from the 
service.

Alabama Finances. 

The annual report of State Auditor of 
Alabama for the fiscal year ending Septem- 
ber 80, 1870, has just been published, and 
the Montgomery Advertiser calls attention 
tosome factsand figures therein which show 
the sort of economy with which the Rad- 
cals have administered the government. 
The bonded debt of the State is put down at 
#5,882,800, with an annual interest thereon 
ot $316,846. Upwards of $3,200,000 ot 
- this debt were borrowed in New York and 
London, at 5 per cent., in ‘1866-67, while 
$1,300,000 were borrowed in New York, in 
1867-68, at 8 per cent., involving an annual 
payment of $40,000 interest in excess of 
the former rates. ““We should like to hear,” 
says the Advertiser,“why this additional in- 
terest should be charged on acomparatively 
small sum raised in the same money mar- 
ket in the same year, when the larger sum 
seems to have been obtained at sucha 
reasonable rate. The credit of the State, 
we presume, was equally good throughout 
the year,and we cannot conceive of any 
fluctuaiions of the money market to war- 
rant such a wide difference as is here pre- 
sented. Indeed, it was the boast of the 
Radical party that the credit of the State 
was never so high as when they 
had the control ot its affairs.” The 
report shows further that the clerks, 
permanent and temporary messengers 
und cervants employed at the Capitol, cost 
the treasury upward of $31,000; that the 
Mel, — stationery, fittings and turnish- 
ings, XC., the Capitol cost $4000, and 
the public printing ava binding $44,000; 
that the Secretary of State was paid 
$4,582; the Superimtendent of Puhhe Ip- 
struction, $6,305; and that a carpetbagger 
who was a State Senator, the sheriff of 
Wilcox county and a professor in the State 
University at Tuscaloosa, received $7,184 
and was furnished a house free of rent. 
These are a lew samples of economy un- 
der the Radical regime, now happily 
ended, 1t is to. be hoped, torever. There 
are dozens ef others quite as comiorting to 
the tax-payers of the State.

I regret to inform you, that, upon the Ist of 
October last, at a quarter past twelve o'clock, 
p.m, a fire occurred in the Penitentiary, tw’ 
which the vorthera portion.of the | tdree- 
story building, kmowu and used as the hemp 
a tunent, was de,iruyed, together with the 
evgive, hackles, looms, chain-wheels, filiing- 
Wheels, heating pipe and calendar contained 
therein. A quantity of hemp belonging to 
the present lessee was also cDusumad. 

By the prompt and efticient exertions of the 
Fire Department of Frankfort, which are en- 
titled to the highest commendation, the wesi- 
erm half of the building was saved. 

None of the convicts escaped, and ma y of 
them behaved with marked preprie|y, aad ex- 
erted themselves iu extinguishing the fire. 

Allefiorts to asceriain with cerwunty the 
Origin of the fire beve, up to this period, 
faued. The estimated io:s to the Commoa- 
wealih will not exceed thirty-.eveu thousand 
dollars. Ieubmit the report of the Iuepectors 
of the Prison, detailing the ivcidents of the 
calamity. 

The jaw imposing the duty ou the Commis- 
sione:s of the Sinking Fund of rebuildfug, in 

event of a fire in the paaitentiary, iiants 
their appropriation ot money for that object 
at ten thousand dollars. They advertised for 
propos to reconstruct, within the stated 
period, a building, in all respects similar io 
dimensions and material to the one destroyed. 
The lowest bid was that of Messrs. Haly & 
Brawner. They proposed to reconstruct one 
described in the proposals within forty days, 
for $14,999, to accept of the Commissioncrs’ 
ten thousand dollars as the work prauresaed, 
and to lovk to the General Assembly for the 
balance of their bid.

LAW AND ORDER, 


It becomes my duty to call your s'tention 
to the necessity of prompt and more stringent 
legislation for the more perfect preservation 
of law and order. While in the main there is, 
perbaps, as much security for lifeand prop- 
erty in Keutoeky as in the adjacent States, it 
can not be disguired that since the close of 
the war, and as a kind of outgrowth of it, law- 
lesences has, to a greater deyree than ever be- 
fore, displayed itelf everywhere. Daring and 
immediately folowmg tbe war, Kentucky, 
from its geogmphical position as a border 
State, was subjected to a more severe ordeal 
from this cause then ber neighbors; and ac- 
cordingly, durisg the first veers of my admia- 
istration, lawkrsness, in some portions 
of the Commenwealth, manifested iteif 
in formidab'e organizations, which de 
fied the local authority, and perpe- 
trated deeds of open violence under pre- 
text of reguiatiog order and punishing 
crime. By the use of the milida at my com- 
mend, and thé exhibition of my firm pur 
to suppress such vractices at ail hazards, tran- 
quillity woe restored, apd there has not been 
for some time, in the localities whieh bad suf- 
fered from some such lawlessness, any dem >n- 
strations having the semblance of organized 
resistance 10 the law.

Upon several occasions, when ap- 
plied to,1 have ordercd out the local militia, 
but without authority in ordioary cases to 
act, except in response to the cali of the 
local offivers charzed with tbe execution of 
the laws, little good has resulted in these lat- 
ter cases, save in the moral effect of such 
demovstrations. 

What is the most efficient remedy for the 
suppression of these growing evils rests ex- 
clusively with you. Whether in the estab- 
lisbinent of a well-organized police system, 
utder an efficient head, or in some other 
way, must be determined by the law making 
power. lam quitesure tbat no measures caa 
be completely successful without conferring 
upon the Executive additional power, in any 
sudden emergency, to act, where the public 
security requires it.

MiLITIA. 

In this connection I desire to repeat my 
suggestions as set forth in previous comma- 
nications, for the absolute necessity of a 
thorough reorgauization of the militia asan 
important adjunct io the enforcement of law. 
The highest duty which the State owes to tune 

ciiizen is to encircle bis individual right and 
inierests with the solid eafeguird of absolute 
legal security. No man is free who is dot 
protected from injury. The necessity of a 
Siate militia to the cafety and good order of 
eociety has never been questioned. Ite es- 
tablishment is enjoimed by the OCvocatitution, 
and its effective oi ganization should be pro- 
vided for by law. Our present \tavuces are 
votably deficient, and requiré thorough 
revirion. The bare Knowiedge of the 
fact that a disciplined and active 
yolunteer. militia, thoroughly drilied and 
equipped, was ready at a moment’s wurning, ’ 
upon the call of the Executive, to maintain the 
law and protect the individual from any law- 
leseness, Which would trespass upon his rigdts, 

wouid of itself be a terror to tue law->resker, 

With the single view as au auxiliary to aid me 
ip the execcuuon of the law, I have sought to 
make the militia as effective as possible by an 
encouragemext Of the voluateer system, an- 
thorizi: g, upon proper tegal appiication, tue 
organization of such compavies as, existing 
without psy, should become disciplined to 
urms, and be ready at the call of the civil 
uutborities to maintain the law. Wuea called 
into active eervice they receive the same pay 
as soidiers of the United States army, and 
are subject to stmilar regulations. The arms 
of the State are issued upou the execution of 
satisfactory bonds for their safe Keeping, 
which constigutes the only contribution maie 
by the State towards their organization. Tacirc 
further equipment is wholly a matter of pri- 
vate expense. Much of the additional expease 
required to render our system thoroughly ef- 
fective, without cost to the State, could ve 
realized from a proper system of fines for fail- 
ure to atteud ordioary maulitia daty, and for 
which there is now no provisicn 

The organization of tnese volunteer com- 

panies was, at one time during tne past sum- 
mer, made the subject of severe criticism on 
political grounds, and I was urged by gentile- 
men of bigh character, and entitled to my re- 
epect, to disband them, and withdraw the 
State arms in the possession. I was satisfied 
that this appeal rested on a total misappre- 
bension of the objects and purposes of the or- 

ganization,acd did injustice alike to the militia 
and myseif. I declined to disvand, and fave

at Owensboro and other owl: alwae tna route 
undertook to make their way hones overla.d, 
which, no doubt, will prove a very Costly experi- 
ment. At Owensboro there are hundreds ef peo- 
ple Who want to migiate (to other points, but are 
compelled to remain for want of meansof trang- 
portation, An enterprising citizen of Tell City, 
Iudjana, Unable to get Rews by ne~spapers, has 
ordered daily mes-ages to be sent te him from 
this city by telegraph. Upon the receipt of a tel- 
egram he tacks it up at bis place of business tpat 
all interested in paseing events May ¢txamine 
for themselves. The Ohlo River Telegraph Com- 
pany have extended the courtesies of their line 
to the public so far as general news is concerned, 
and in this way dlone the people get an occa- 
sional glimpse of the current news,
